Interstate Interface, a video event initiated by 2N4123 
(or the equivalent) consists of interactive video spaces 
happening within an inflatable structure. 2N4123 (or the 
equivalent) is a group of video artists from Chicago who are 
exploring new video phenomena through the use of video 
synthesis. We create interactive learning experiences’ for 
those who wish to participate and explore them with us. 
Interstate [Interface defines the synthesis of the Chicago 
group, the Antioch Video/Dance Workshop, the Contemporary 
Media Study Center, Antioch Video, and the audience in a 
highly interactive television environment. 

On Saturday, August 13, the group will produce an 
interactive environment based on pre-recorded images of 
Chicago (as the group sees it). Audiences will appear’ in 
the environments. through the use of an electronic key. This 
will run from noon until 4& PM. 

That evening, the interaction will occur between 2N4123 
and the Video/Dance Workshop (headed by Jeff Bush and Celia 
Ipiotis), using video feedback, image processing, and 
large-scale projection. 

On Sunday, August 14, the group will produce an 
"electronic make-up" space designed for all participants to 
play with their images through the addition of the keying 
process. This will take place from noon until 4& PM. 

At that point, the group will conduct a photo’ booth 
wherein participants will alter their (processed) images 
with simple electronic controls and have this’ highly 
interactive (and introspective) experience recorded photo- 
graphically via polaroid. This will continue into Sunday 
evening. 

2N4123 is headed up by Drew Browning, current  supervi- 
sor of Newspace (the video lab at the University of Lllinois 
at Chicago.Circle) and Sparky Hill, who has been the major 
organizer of this event. Video synthesis is being achieved 
by use of the Dan Sandin Image Processor. 


The entirety of Interstate Interface is being documented on 
video tape.
